Representative Macon of Arkansas 


threatens trouble for L'aplcln Robert 


Peary, the Arctic explorer, when 


he question of honoring him comes 


boy would be a lot happier if his 


Experiment That,Led.to the Invention 


of the Barometer. 


The barometer was Invented by Tor- 


rlcelll, a pupil of Galilei, in IfflS. 
In

deep well near Florence, he found that

be used tbe height of the column could 
be much reduced. 'To prove tbls be 
selected a glass. tube. four feet long 
and after sealing one end filled it with j Atkinson street. 
mercury . Eucl t!aen .inverted it in-a 
basin containing a quantity of th.o same 
peculiar liquid. 
Tbe column in the| 


tube quickly fell to n height of nearly 
thirty inches above the mercury in the 
basin, leaving In the fop of the tube a 
vacuum which is the most perfect that 
has ever been obtained and which Is 
to this day called the Tprricelll vac- 
uum In honor of Its discoverer. The 
name of tbe Instrument means "air 
measure," and its fundamental princi- 
ples cannot be better illustrated than 
by the above described experiment.
